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1s In July: 1951 the Chinese Communist Revolutionary Military Council (RMC) inaugurated 
@ system of periodic reassignment for military personnel and political cadre menibers. 
The RMC regarded this system essential to building up a modernized national defense 
army. The provisions of the personnel reassignment plan are as follows: 


@. Any military or political cadre member who has held the same position fora 
period of three years or more should be given @ promotion or 4 transfer. 
‘Exceptions are to be made for persons who are engaged in national defense work 
or in specialized tasks. 


b. Any military or political cadre member selected for promotion must first take 

training. Personnel of division level and above should be sent to a military 

_ college; those of regiment and battalion level should be sent to one of the 
‘senior infantry schools. Personnel below battalion level should be sent to one 
of the junior infantry schools; cadre members of specialized armed forces 
should be sent to schools establishment to Give the specialized training required. 
Separate rules shall apply to infantry personnel of and above division level 

who are reassigned to posts in the specialized armed forces. j 


@. The following principles govern the personnel reassignment program : 


(1) Personnel of.the specialized armed forces, such as the air force, navy 


. and artillery, must be highly trained to meet the needs of a modern national 
’ defense force.

(2) Cadre wannabe of Bik levels must be trained to be well-rounded Leaders by 
: giving them diversified tasks in administrative as well as field situations. 
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(3) Personnel assigned to central offices must be reassigned to local offices 
to broaden their perspective. 


‘The period from July 1951 to June 1958 has been designated the trial period for 


the personnel reassignment program. At the expiration of this time, new personn 


“programs will be formulated in accordance with achievements attained during the 


trial period. |
